Watt's  replacement 


comes  as  surprise 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  President  Reagan 
announced  Thursday  that  he  will  nominate  William 
Clark,  his  national  security  adviser  and  a  longtime 
aide,  to  succeed  the  controversial  James  Watt  as 
secretary  of  the  interior. 

Reagan  made  the  surprise  announcement  at  the 
conclusion  of  an  appearance  before  a  group  of 
evangelical  Christian  women. 

“He  is  a  God-fearing  Westerner,  fourth- 
generation  rancher  and  a  person  I  trust,”  Reagan 
said  in  springing  the  announcement.  “And  I  think 
he  will  be  a  great  secretary  of  the  interior.” 

Reagan  said  Clark  was  selected  from  “more  than 
two  dozen”  candidates.  His  chief  spokesman,  Larry 
Speakes,  said  28  names,  including  those  of  women, 
blacks  and  Hispanics,  had  been  “under  active  con¬ 
sideration”  by  Reagan  aides. 

In  the  end,  however,  Reagan  turned  to  a  trusted 
associate — a  friend  and  political  ally  who  served  on 
his  staff  when  he  was  governor  of  California  and 
was  plucked  from  the  California  Supreme  Court  by 
Reagan  to  become  deputy  secretary  of  state  in 
1981. 

Reagan  said  he  was  nominating  Clark  “with  a 
good  deal  of  pleasure”  and  paid  a  final  tribute  to 
Watt,  who  announced  his  resignation  Sunday  in  a 
swirl  of  controversy. 

“May  I  just  tell  you  —  I  think  he  is  succeeding  a 
very  fine  secretary  of  the  interior,”  Reagan  said. 

Reagan  did  not  say  who  would  replace  Clark, 
who  joined  the  administration  as  a  novice  in  foreign 
affairs  and  since  has  become  Reagan’s  chief  adviser 
in  the  area. 


Speculation  focused  on  Robert  McFarlane, 
Clark’s  deputy,  as  his  successor  in  the  National 
Security  job.  Clark,  McFarlane  and  Secretary  of 
State  George  Shultz  had  lunch  Thursday  at  the 
State  Department  three  hours  before  the 
announcement. 

McFarlane,  a  former  Marine  officer  and  aide  to 
the  Senate  Armed  Services  committee,  has  been  in 
the  Middle  East  for  the  past  month,  helping  to 
negotiate  a  cease-fire  in  Lebanon. 

Clark,  51,  served  as  chief  of  staff  to  Reagan  in 
California  and  transferred  from  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  to  his  White  House  post  in  February  1982.  He 
replaced  Richard  Allen. 

His  nomination  to  the  $80,000-a-year  post  va¬ 
cated  by  Watt  comes  amid  reports  of  recent  turf 
battles  with  Shultz  over  primacy  in  the  formation 
and  stewardship  of  U.S.  foreign  policy. 

Reagan  has  quietly  sought  to  dispel  speculation 
that  Shultz  was  excluded  from  decision  making  in 
such  key  areas  as  East-West  relations  and  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East.  His  departure  from  the  White  House  was 
expected  by  Reagan  aides  to  further  solidify 
Shultz’s  position. 

The  three  men  most  mentioned  as  possible  suc¬ 
cessors  to  Watt  were  Reps.  Richard  Cheney,  R- 
Wyo.,  chairman  of  the  House  Republican  Policy 
Committee,  and  Manuel  Lujan,  R-N.M.,  ranking 
Republican  on  the  House  Interior  Committee  and 
former  Sen.  Clifford  Hansen,  R-Wyo.  Shortly  be¬ 
fore  the  Reagan  announcement,  Cheney  withdrew 
from  consideration,  citing  his  desire  to  continue  in

Council  accepts 
recommendation 
for  raise  rejection

The  Provo  City  Council  officially  accepted  a  re¬ 
port  Wednesday  recommending  rejection  of  a  41 
percent  increase  in  its  salaries. 

Barbara  Kinghom,  a  member  of  the  Citizens 
Committee  on  Mayor  and  Council  Salary  Recom¬ 
mendations,  told  the  council  she  disagrees  with  her 
committee’s  majority  report  that  recommends  the 
council  increase  its  salaries  from  $6,000  to  $8,500. 

While  submitting  the  salary  committee’s  minor¬ 
ity  report,  Kinghom  told  the  council  she  had  re¬ 
ceived  negative  feedback  from  some  of  the  people 
who  work  closely  with  city  government.  “Not  one 
agreed  with  this  pay  raise,”  she  said. 

“I  think  if  this  kind  of  money  is  given  out,  we’re 
going  to  have  people  out  looking  for  jobs,”  said 
Kinghom,  explaining  that  higher  council  salaries 
would  attract  professional  politicians  to  the  job  in¬ 
stead  of  community-conscious  individuals. 

Arthur  G.  Morris,  salary  committee  chairman, 
defended  the  committee’s  pay  raise  recommenda¬ 
tion.  “We  thought  the  council  should  be  compen¬ 
sated  at  least  as  much  as  starting  city  employees,” 
he  said.  “Our  intent  was  not  to  raise  salaries  so  high 
as  to  attract  career  politicians.” 

Morris  told  citizens  at  the  meeting  that  the  total 
combined  increase  of  all  council  salaries  would 
equal  less  than  $12,000,  making  only  a  small  dent  in 
the  city’s  $44  million  budget. 

Morris  said  after  reviewing  the  work  logs  of 
three  councilmen,  he  was  convinced  they  had  la¬ 
bored  many  hours  more  than  is  expected  of  them. 

Kinghom  said,  “Now  that  we  have  a  new  form  of 
government,  I’d  like  to  see  their  time  used  more 
effectively  to  realize  their  monetary  reward.” 

Councilman  Stan  Brown  replied,  “I  wonder  if  you 
people  realize  the  amount  of  reading  and  research 
we  do  for  each  proposal.”  He  said  the  council  would 
become  “no  more  than  a  rubber  stamp  for  the  admi¬ 
nistration”  if  they  reduced  their  work  hours. 

Kinghom  called  for  her  committee  and  the  city 
council  to  better  publicize  meetings  at  which  salary 
recommendations  are  considered.  “I  don’t  think 
anything  can  be  done  without  citizen  input.”

Orem  City  is  defending  itself  on  three  sides  from 
a  lawsuit  by  a  former  employee  who  was  fired  in 
May  of  this  year.  Three  separate  legal  actions  are 
pending,  one  of  which  is  on  appeal  to  the  Utah 
Supreme  Court. 

Kyle  Christensen,  who  for  3Vi  years  was  an  em¬ 
ployee  of  the  waste  water  division  of  the  City  of 
Orem,  claims  his  civil  rights  were  violated  when  he 
was  “unfairly  disciplined,  suspended  and  termin¬ 
ated.” 

Lawsuits 

His  attorney,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Utah 
Public  Employees  Association,  has  filed  the  follow¬ 
ing  actions: 

—  An  appeal  for  unemployment  benefits,  which 
was  denied  on  the  local  level  but  overturned  on  the 
state  level,  and  which  Orem  City  is  now  appealing 
to  the  Utah  Supreme  Court. 

—  A  lawsuit  against  the  city  employees  involved 
in  the  dispute,  seeking  $375,000  in  damages  plus 
attorney  fees.  This  is  presently  in  the  pretrial 
phase  in  Federal  District  Court  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

—  A  lawsuit  against  Orem  City  seeking  rein¬ 
statement  until  a  proper  hearing  is  held  by  the 
Grievance  Board  of  Orem  City,  filed  in  the  4th 
District  Court  in  Provo  last  week. 

Probation 

The  suit  is  based  on  disciplinary  action  taken 
earlier  this  year  when  Christensen  lost  his  driver’s 
license  in  a  separate  incident. 

According  to  his  attorney,  Delbert  Welker, 
Christensen  requested  approval  for  a  restricted 
license,  which  is  a  routine  procedure  in  similar 
cases.  Instead,  Christensen  was  fired  for  “not 
meeting  the  minimum  requirements  of  his  job.” 

Christensen  was  reinstated  three  days  later, 
according  to  Welker,  and  put  on  probationary  sta¬ 
tus.  However,  after  a  series  of  appeals  and  peti¬ 
tions,  he  was  again  dismissed  and  refused  a  final 
review  hearing. 

Orem  City  maintains  it  acted  within  its  rights 
and  denies  any  discriminatory  action  by  its  em¬ 
ployees.  Assistant  City  Attorney  Paul  Johnson  de¬ 
clined  to  discuss  specifics  because  of  the  pending 
litigation,  but  the  city’s  answer  to  the  complaint 
said  an  adequate  and  extensive  review  had  been 
conducted. 

Christensen  then  turned  to  the  UPEA,  an  em¬ 
ployee  advocate  group  of  which  he  is  a  member. 
According  to  a  UPEA  representative  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  membership  in  the  group,  which  is  main¬ 


tained  by  monthly  dues,  entitles  one  to  leg^.1  repre¬ 
sentation  in  employee  disputes. 

Job  Service 

Welker  said  a  claim,  which  was  denied,  was  filed 
with  Job  Service  for  unemployment  benefits.  A 
subsequent  review  by  a  Job  Service  “referee”  was 
also  denied,  and  the  case  was  appealed  to  the  Utah 
State  Industrial  Commission  Board  of  Review. 

A  verdict  was  returned  Sept.  12,  which  ruled  in 
favor  of  Christensen. 

Sept.  28  Orem  City  filed  a  docketing  statement, 
indicating  an  intent  to  appeal  the  case  to  the  Utah 
Supreme  Court.  According  to  Welker,  the  case  is 
expected  to  be  heard  “depending  to  the  schedule,  in 
about  a  year  or  so.” 

At  the  same  time  Welker  filed  a  civil  suit  against 
the  city  employees  involved.  The  suit,  alleging  a 
civil  rights  violation,  named  Don  Pueblo  (crew  lead¬ 
er),  Kieth  Scott  (supervisor),  Jack  Jones  (public 
works  director)  and  Daryl  Berlin  (city  manager). 
The  suit  was  filed  in  Federal  Court  because  of  the 
large  dollar  amount  and  the  nature  of  the  charge,  a 
civil  rights  question. 

According  to  the  city  attorney’s  office,  that  case 
is  now  in  the  “discovery  phase,”  in  which  each  side 
issues  requests  for  information  and  pretrial  mo¬ 
tions  are  prepared. 

City  insurance 

Because  the  suit  involves  city  employees  acting 
in  the  course  of  their  duties,  the  defense  costs  are 
provided  for  by  ah  insurance  policy  the  city  carries. 

In  a  little  publicized  move  last  month,  the  Orem 
City  Council  agreed  to  pay  all  punitive  damages 
that  may  be  assessed  against  the  four  city  em¬ 
ployees,  which  could  amount  to  as  much  as 
$150,000. 

When  asked  if  the  insurance  policy  would  be 
amended  to  include  punitive  damages  in  the  future, 
Johnson  said,  “I  don’t  think  it’s  likely.  These  cases 
happen  very  seldom,  and  they’ll  probably  handle  it 
on  a  case  by  case  basis.” 

Final  suit 

Last  week  a  final  suit  was  filed  in  the  4th  District 
Court  in  Provo,  seeking  reinstatement  and  back 
wages  for  Christensen  until  a  proper  hearing  is 
conducted  to  review  the  circumstances  of  his  dis¬ 
missal.  The  suit  claims  after  he  was  last  dismissed 
this  hearing  was  denied  him  “on  vague  and  unspeci¬ 
fic  grounds.” 

Orem  City  officials  were  not  able  to  comment  on 
this  case,  because  they  had  not  yet  received  a  copy 
of  the  suit.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  Neither  big 
deficits  nor  new  taxes  came  up  Thursday 
when  President  Reagan  began  his  review 
of  an  election-year  federal  budget,  his 
chief  spokesman  said.

He  said  government  departments  and 
agencies  submitted  their  spending  re¬ 
quests  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  Oct.  1, 
1985.  The  requests  will  be  reviewed  next 
week,  he  said. 

Asked  What  role  the  1984  election  play¬ 
ed  in  the  90-minute  budget  talks,  Speakes 
said,  “No  politics  got  involved  today.”

of  different  factors.  The  first  thing 
you  have  to  have  is  sufficient  fi¬ 
nances  to  have  a  good  program. 
Then  you’ve  got  to  have  sufficient 
personnel.  Next  you’ve  got  to  have 
good  facilities,  and  then  you’ve  got 
to  have  a  lot  of  luck.” 

But  whether  or  not  he  likes  to 
admit  it,  Watts  was  a  success. 

During  his  23-year  tenure,  BYU 
was  conference  champion  eight 
times  and  national  champion  twice. 
For  three  of  those  years  he  also 
served  as  BYU’s  athletic  director. 

He  also  served  as  chairman  of 
the  NCAA  basketball  tournament, 
chairman  of  the  1976  U.S.  Olympic 
basketball  committee  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Association  of 
Basketball  Coaches. 

He  inaugurated  and  closed  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  as  BYU’s  bas¬ 
ketball  arena,  and  in  1971  opened 
the  22,700-seat  Marriott  Center. 

But  all  of  the  achievements  and 
honors  do  not  mean  as  much  to 
Coach  Watts  as  the  trophy  given  to 
him  by  some  of  his  former  players. 
On  it  are  the  words  —  “A  coach,  a 
friend,  a  builder  of  men.  A  cham¬ 
pion.” 

And  that  probably  says  it  best. 


Diego  State,  canceled  scheduled 
games  with  BYU  because  of  the 
“black  issue.” 

In  spite  of  such  crowd  pressure, 
BYU  won  a  total  of  433  games 
against  258  losses  under  Watts’ 
tutelage. 

Watts  said  the  two  times  when 
his  teams  won  the  NIT  cham¬ 
pionship  (1951  and  1966)  would 
have  to  rank  as  his  most  exciting 
wins. 

“We  had  great  teams,  and  when 
you  win  a  national  championship, 
that  has  to  remain  with  you  for  a 
while,”  he  said.  “We  had  a  lot  of 
great  games,  but  if  I  were  to  pick 
two  standouts,  it  would  have  to  be 
the  two  NIT  games.” 

Watts  said  the  success  of  those 
two  teams  would  have  to  be  cre¬ 
dited  to  the  team  as  a  whole,  not 
any  one  player. 

BYU  had  a  remarkable  50- 
percent  success  ratio  in  the  NIT 
during  Watts’  career  as  head 
coach,  winning  two  of  the  four  NIT 
tournaments  it  entered. 

Watts  declined,  however,  to 
take  credit  for  BYU’s  successes. 

“Successful  coaching,”  Watts  ex¬ 
plained,  “depends  upon  a  number 


cancer. 

“I  run  into  people  even  today 
who  say,  ‘Coach,  I  prayed  for 
you,’  ”  he  said.  “I  got  notes  from 
kids  throughout  the  area  that  said, 
‘Coach,  I  prayed  for  you.’

Watts  said,  however,  that  not  all 
of  his  BYU  experiences  have  been 
positive.  One  problem  suffered  by 
Watts’  teams  arose  because  of  the 
LDS  Church’s  stand  on  blacks  and 
the  priesthood. 

“The  kids  were  playing  with  one 
eye  on  the  crowd  and  one  eye  on  the 
game,”  he  said.  “You  can’t  play 
good  basketball  like  that.  But  they 
went  out  and  played,  and  we  took  a 
lot  of  riff-raff  because  of  it. 

“I  think  a  lot  of  people  appreci¬ 
ated  our  situation,”  he  said.  “I 
talked  to  a  lot  of  athletic  directors 
in  our  league  and  apologized  be¬ 
cause  they  had  to  hire  extra  secur¬ 
ity  men.  They  said  that  if  it  wasn’t 
that,  the  people  would  gripe  about 
something  else.”

This  isn’t  the  first  time,  howev¬ 
er,  that  Watts  has  been  grand  mar¬ 
shal  of  a  Provo  parade.

Watts  suggested  that  part  of  the 
reason  he  is  alive  today  can  be 
attributed  to  fan  support. 

Apparently  Ernest  L.  Wilkin¬ 
son,  then  president  of  BYU,  made 
an  announcement  on  radio  follow¬ 
ing  the  final  game  of  the  1970  sea¬ 
son  that  Watts  would  be  operated 
on  the  following  Monday  for

Bike  riders  on  campus  are  endangering  them¬ 
selves  and  others  by  violating  rules,  said  Universi¬ 
ty  Police  Parking  Services  Supervisor  Paul  Bring- 
hurst. 

An  accident  occurred  recently  when  a  bike  rider 
was  speeding  down  Maeser  Hill  bike  ramp  and  hit  a 
rider  coming  up  the  hill  head  on.  Both  were  thrown 
10  to  15  feet  and  one  required  eight  stitches  in  his 
nose,  Bringhurst  said. 

Common  violations  include  speeding  down  hills, 
riding  on  campus  sidewalks  in  between  classes, 
riding  on  roads  in  the  middle  of  traffic  and  chaining 
bikes  to  something  other  than  the  racks  provided, 
he  said. 


Bringhurst  said  bicyclists  should  be  aware  of  rid¬ 
ing  requirements.  At  least  one  hand  should  be  on 
the  handlebars  at  all  times,  the  number  of  riders  on 
a  bike  should  not  exceed  the  designed  use  of  the 
bicycle,  and  clinging  to  motor  vehicles  is  prohi¬ 
bited. 

Bicyclists  must  obey  all  traffic  laws,  he  said. 
State  law  requires  bicyclists  to  ride  on  the  right 
side  of  the  road.  “If  an  officer  finds  a  bicyclist  who  is 
in  violation  of  the  traffic  laws,  they  can  be  cited.” 

Bikes  parked  outside  bike  racks  on  campus  can 
be  impounded,  he  said.  This  not  only  encourages 
riders  to  use  the  racks,  but  may  also  prevent  the 
theft  of  unsecured  bicycles. 

Lack  of  rack  space  is  not  accepted  as  an  excuse 
for  violating  parking  regulations,  Bringhurst  said.

and  believe  they  are  bet¬ 
ter  off  than  their  pa¬ 
rents. 

Nine  out  of  10  Amer¬ 
ican  men  and  women  are 
confident  about  their 
economic  future. 

“The  overall  findings 
show  a  strong  strain  of 
optimism  among  Amer¬ 
icans  with  regard  to 
their  financial  situa¬ 
tions,”  said  Dr. 

Deymour  Lieberman, 
head  of  Lieberman  Re¬ 
search,  Inc.,  which  con¬ 
ducted  the  “Americans 
and  their  Money”  sur¬ 
vey  for  the  magazine. 

“This  is  somewhat 
surprising  given  the  re¬ 
cent  years  of  recession, 
inflation  and  layoffs,”  he 
said.  “But  the  figures 
also  indicate  a  signifi¬ 
cant  undercurrent  of 
anxiety  among  Amer¬ 
icans.” 

The  study  found  that 
a  substantial  74  percent 
of  U.S.  men  and  women 
are  in  debt. 

Americans  owe  an 
average  $32,000  with 
mortgages  accounting 
for  77Tpercent  of  the  dol¬ 
lar  volume. 

Some  81  percent  have 
credit  cards.  The  most 
popular  are  retail  cards 
(71  percent)  and  bank 
cards  (58  percent). 

The  average  amount 
charged  on  cards  during 
the  past  12  months  was 
$1,800. 

One  out  of  10  Amer¬ 
icans  has  no  savings  in 
the  bank  or  investments 
in  securities  and  44  per¬ 
cent  have  less  than 
$5,000  put  away,  the 
survey  said.

Utah  must  spend 
to  make  money 

PROVO  (UPI)  —  State  and  local  governments 
must’  be  willing  to  spend  money  in  order  to  make 
money  and  revitalize  their  economic  bases,  Gov. 
Scott  Matheson  told  the  Utah  Association  of  Coun¬ 
ties. 

Speaking  to  the  association’s  monthly  meeting 
Thursday,  Matheson  said  government  must  look  to 
new  sources  of  revenue  to  improve  public  struc¬ 
tures  apd  programs  so  businesses  will  want  to  move 
to  Utah. 

“Utah  cannot  expect  to  compete  with  other 
states  in  attracting  new  businesses  to  expand  its 
tax  base  if  we  are  unwilling  to  invest  in  our  own 
physical  and  social  infrastructure,”  Matheson  said. 

“We  cannot  expect  industry  to  locate  new  facili¬ 
ties  in,  our  state  if  we  do  not  provide  the  kind  of 
environment  and  services  that  they  and  their  em¬ 
ployees  want,”  he  added. 

“If  our  education  system  is  inadequate,  if  our 
roads  and  highways  are  crumbling  and  if  our  water 
and  sewer  systems  are  too  small  to  accommodate 
growth,  we  will  forfeit  the  rare  opportunity  to 
shape  our  economic  future.” 

The  governor  said  he  will  recommend  during  the 
legislature’s  budget  session  this  January  several 
options  to  generate  additional  tax  revenues.  He 
said  his  staff  is  also  looking  at  programs  that  could 
be  shelved  to  save  money  for  new  priorities.

Nevin  R.  Limburg,  executive  vice 
president  of  the  Provo  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  wants  to  see  a  breakdown 
in  the  barriers  that  exist  between 
Provo  and  Orem  businesses. 

“While  pushing  for  development, 
we  all  need  to  keep  in  mind  that  the 
two  cities  have  a  lot  in  common  and 
we  should  promote  that.  We  need  to 
stop  competing  with  each  other  and 
work  together  for  a  better  valley.” 

Limburg  said  everyone  wants  to 
develop  a  more  prosperous  area,  with 
more  jobs  and  businesses  falling  in 
line.  “We  are  concerned  for  the  stu¬ 
dents  from  this  area  who  will  be  en¬ 
tering  the  work  force  soon.  We  want 
them  to  settle  here  with  good  jobs 
available  to  them.” 

As  a  representative  of  Provo 
businesses,  he  said  they  want  to  con¬ 
tinue  supporting  the  BYU  students 
and  provide  for  their  needs  while 
attending  the  university. 

Limburg  said  “the  overall  message, 
which  the  two  cities  should  keep  in 
mind,  is  whatever  benefits  one  area  is 
sure  to  benefit  the  other.” 

The  much-talked-about  commercial 
mall  in  downtown  Provo  has  been  in 
the  planning  stage  for  many  years.

Spanish  speakers  in  Utah  Valley  often  have 
problems  keeping  in  touch  with  their  traditional 
culture,  and  this  program  will  help,  he  said. 

The  center  will  also  provide  a  reading  and  con¬ 
versation  lounge  with  magazines,  comic  books, 
magazines,  reference  works  and  other  reading 
materials  from  Central  and  South  America  and 
Mexico. 

Service  on  the  first  all-Spanish  cable  TV  in  Utah 
Valley  should  begin  by  the  end  of  October,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Anderson. 

A  new  satellite  dish  has  been  installed  at  the 
BYU  Motion  Picture  Studio  to  transmit  the  prog¬ 
ram  in  from  New  York.  The  program  presents  a 
nightly  movie,  which  should  be  a  big  attraction, 
Anderson  said. 

The  news  programs  broadcast  by  the  new  cable 
station  will  give  many  of  the  Spanish-speaking  com¬ 
munity  who  do  not  speak  fluent  English  the  first 
chance  they  have  had  in  several  years  to  catch  up  on 
the  news  and  current  events,  Anderson  said.

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Marketing  to  aid  hospitals 


In  a  world  where  health  care  costs  are  rising, 
marketing  is  becoming  vital,  according  to  the  direc¬ 
tor  of  planning  and  marketing  at  Cottonwood  Hos¬ 
pital  in  Murray. 

“Marketing  techniques  do  work  and  can  work  in 
the  health  care  industry,”  said  Virginia  Wright  at  a 
Thursday  meeting  of  the  BYU  chapter  of  the 
American  Marketing  Association. 

In  the  past,  hospitals  had  no  need  for  marketing, 
she  said.  Insurance  companies  and  charitable  con¬ 
tributions  paid  the  bills.  Patients  had  no  options 
other  than  hospitals  and  in  Utah  the  rising  popula¬ 
tion  kept  hospital  beds  full. 

Today,  increased  competition  and  new  alterna¬ 
tives  such  as  birthing  centers  and  urgent  care  cen¬ 
ters  have  placed  many  hospitals  in  financial  difficul¬ 
ty,  Wright  said. 

Cottonwood  Hospital  had  an  80  percent  occupan¬ 
cy  rate  but  that  has  dropped  to  60  percent,  she  said. 
“We  are  now  barely  breaking  even.” 

Nationally,  an  8-percent  decrease  in  hospital  uti¬ 
lization  is  anticipated  between  1980  and  1985, 
Wright  said. 

Much  of  the  work  in  health  care  marketing  is 
research  and  public  relations.  Hospitals  must  begin 
to  recognize  what  public  needs  are  and  service 
those  needs. 


The  high  cost  of  health  care  has  caused  many  of 
the  hospitals  problems,  Wright  said.  In  the  past 
hospitals  have  added  up  all  their  costs  and  raised 
prices  accordingly.  They  did  not  know  the  cost  of 
individual  operations. 

“Hospitals  don’t  know  how  much  their  costs  are, 
so  we’re  learning  now,”  she  said.  “We’ve  been  at 
fault,  I  admit,  but  we’re  going  to  have  to  change  our 
procedures.” 

Cottonwood  Hospital  has  instituted  cost-saving 
procedures,  Wright  said.  One  is  a  home-care  in¬ 
travenous  program.  This  saves  the  patient  from 
$130  to  $170  a  day. 

“It’s  very  tough  finding  people  with  marketing 
experience  in  the  health  care  industry.”
